my Superiors) taken the Liberty to publiſh it with 
E byee Improvements (if I may ſo call them) 1. By 
viding it into proportionable Sections, for the di- 
ching of the whole in a convenient Period of Time. 
By confirming all the Branches of it with Spiri- 
aal Proofs : And 3. By explaining more fully ſome 
Parts it, and eſpecially the Articles of the reed: 
ind that rheſs Additions may not ſeem to ehim an 
quail Rank: with the reſt, they are printed in à di- 
inf Character. I know, the Catechiſm hath been 
attenaed ſo often within theſe few Nears with uſeful. 

nlargements from ſeveral Hands, that to come after 
hem with ſuch a ſlight Performance, may be counted 
a mean Unaertaking :- But having a particular De- 
gn to purſue, which none of thoſe did ewactiy an- 
ſwer (eme being too copious and elaborate, and the reſt 
ot ſting perfectiy with my Scheme) I have ventur a 
u po a new Model, fer the uſe of the Pariſh commit 
ted to my truſt : In which I was deſirous (according to 
my Duty) to ſettle an eaſy Method of Catechizing 
iu pon every Lord's Day, in time of Divine Service, 
as hoping then to do it with the greateſt Succeſs.

fume) of tiring the Congregation. 1f it be thong bt, that 
ſome of the Secticus are made of an inconvenient Length, 
by multiplying the Proofs, and lay too heavy a Burthen 
pon the young Learners ; the Affair may be this or- 
aer d at the Diſcretion of the Catechiſt : T have upon no 
Head exceeded the Number of Four Proofs ; and when 
there is ſuch choice, upon the firſt going over the Cate- 
chiſin, the firſt Proof may be given; and at the ſecond 
time, the ſecond ; amd ſo on, where the Number with 
beat it: By which meansthey may all be diſpatch'd in 
a Tear, and the Children may have nothing impos'd 
upon them above their Capacities; and both they, and 
#be whole Congregation. may be much eaifiea by the cu- 
ſtomary Uſe of ſo many neceſſary Leſſons from the Holy 
Scripture: And when any one of the Proofs to a 
Branch is publickly repeated, they who look upon the 
Carechgin may have the reſt in their Eye, and be able 
to treaſure them up for their own Benefit. 
Tus, indeed, as my principle Aim, to furniſh my 
'« young Pariſhioners with a Stock of Divine Inſtru- 
ctious; and to teach them by this Eſſay, the way of 
uſing the Scriptures: And tbo" for good Reaſon, I 
bave choſen my Proofs wholly out of the New Teſta- 
men*, which is the proper Ground of all Chriſtian Do- 


ctrine; and after this Pattern, they may improve all 


Parts of the Bible to Knowledge, and Piety, and Vir- 
tue. T he Proofs which I have ſelected from the great 
Plenty before me, are ſet down iu a Catechetical Form, 
and in Words at length ; becauſe the bare pointing to 
them by Marginal References, hath not the due Effect 
upon the generality of People, for want of their Di- 
higence to conſult them: Whereas ſuch Paſſages incul- 
cared to them in the Publick Aſemblies, and laid up 
in their Memories, may prove very Inſtrumental 65 
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the Grace of God) to guide their Os, and to preſeru® 
them againſt Error and Sin. he ſame Aavantag® 
may be expected from the like Method in Private Fa- 
milies : And I would earneſtly beſtech Parents ana 
Maſters, not to be wanting in this Charitable Office 
to thoſe under their Care; but to initiate them ſeaſon- 
ably in the Principles of Religion, and to Frepare 
them regularly for Confirmation, according to the ex- 
cellent Order of the Church, and the Example of the 
Primitive Times: That by ſuch early Engagements, 
they may be fitted for higher Degrees of Proficiency, 
and may walk uprightly in the midſt of a crooked Ge. 
neration, neither declining to the Right Hand nor to 
the left. Domeſtick Inſtitution is ro lead the wway to 
| the Church; an4 it is a true Obſervation, made by one 
very eminent in Learning, and Piety; 1 
Let us preach never ſo many Sermons P. Uſeer, 
unto the People, our Labour is but loſt, as long as 
the Foundation is unlaid, and the Firſt Principles un- 
taught, upon which all other Doctrine muſt be build- 
ed: And therefore no Chriſtian that hath under him 
any tender and uninſtructed Souls, can be ignorant of 
his Duty in training them up Religiouſly; a Duty 
viſible even by the Light of Nature, and commanded 
by God to his Ancient People; and recommended by 
Apoſtelical Exhortation, and acknowleag'd in ali 
Ades to be of Univerſal Neceſſity. Tet us then be 
aktive, and faithful in diſcharging this Obligation; 
as knowing that we muſt give an Account to God for 
the Little Ones entruſted with us: But when we 
have zone what lies in our Power, wwe muſt depend 
upon the Divine Bleſſing for the Succeſs 
, our Endeauonr ; for Neither is he 1 Cor. 3. 7.
